2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have claimed a method of cleaning polyalkylene terephthalate containers by contacting 
them with an alkaline composition comprising a C16 to C20 alkyl diphenylene oxide 
disulfonate, a nonionic defoamer, and a sequestrant. The prior art teaches plastic 
cleaning compositions that may include an alkyl diphenylene oxide disulfonate, 
however, applicants have argued, and presented evidence, that the narrowly defined 
alkyl diphenylene oxide disulfonate presently claimed results in unexpected and 
surprisingly superior cleaning and protecting of PET containers. Based on the results

presented in figure 1 of the present specification, which demonstrate that a C16 
diphenylene oxide disulfonate provides a superior combination of cleaning and 
protecting of PET containers, this argument is found persuasive and so the present 
claims are allowed.
